ucation  at  a  amall  expense. 

We  are  alto  indebted  to  Mr.  Egbert

monthly  journal,  pubhahed  by  the  atu- 
denta.  Among  other  article*  of  interest 
regirding  the  College  and  other  tioiilAr  in 
stitutioua  in  the  West,  is  one  on  inter  Col- 
iegiate  Contests.  As  the  subject,  is  one 
that  concerns  all  colleges  East  and  Wist, 
alike.  We  publish  the  article  in  full  below. 

IHTER-COLLEGIATE  lOKTESTI. 

The  success  of  regattas  and  tournamenta 
jn arousing  enthusiasm  in  physical  devcl- 
opetnent,  has  led  the  inttellectuol  athletes 
of  late  to  advocate  an  inter-collegiate  lite¬ 
rary  contest  as  a  means  ol  promoting  the 
tame  onthu>ia«m  in  mental  training.  Pres¬ 
ident  Elliott,  Prof. .Taylor,  sad  others  have 
strongly  advocated  the  idea,  and  a  number 
of  college  journals  are  now  disenssiug  the 
feasibility. 

The  idea  seems  to  us  so  practical,  so 
promising  of  useful  results,  that  we  won¬ 
der  that  it  was  not  long  since  suggested. 
Buell  a  contest,  besides  promoting  mutual 
acquaintance  aud  good  will  among  the  col¬ 
leges,  would  be  the  highest  stimulant  to 
effort  in  oratory,  a  branch  of  education 
which  needs  all  the  stimulus  it  can  get. 
and  which  it  can,  perhaps,  Bad  in  no  better 
way.  Every  argument  which  can  he  urged 
in  favor  of  physical  contest*,  can  with  ad¬ 
ditional  force  be  applied  to  intellectual 
contests.  If  the  former  promotes  physical, 
the  latter  will  stimulate  mental  develops- 
uient.  ‘  They  are  in  the  direct  line  of  col 
lege  pursuits,  and  therefore,  instead  of  de¬ 
tracting,  advance  the  Interests  of  the  pur 
ticipantsto  college  education.  They  would 
bring  together  clswaerof  stndents  directly 
opposite  in  character  and  abilities  to  those 
who  take  part  in  physical  contests,  and 
thow  the  public  the  rejal  noblest  advantages 
a  collegiate  education  can  give.  Tliev 
would  lead  older  colleges  to  rccoguizc  and 
respect  the  culture  and  abilities  which  the 
representative  of  younger  coilegrs  would 
sometimes  show,  and  sffort  a  fair  test  of 
the  relative  excellence  of  different  institu¬ 
tions. 

The  inauguration  of  a  aeries  of  intercol¬ 
legiate  cootenta  for  literary  purposes  wonld 
be  a  step  ia  advance  in  nor  system  of  edu¬ 
cation,  and  we  welcome  the  indication* 
that  lbs  hat  educators  are  Inking  active 
measures  to  bring  this  aftnub 
But  while  eastern  colleges  have  hern 
discussing  the  advantages  of  this  project, 
we  rejoice  that  a  western  institution  has 
been  the  first  to  embody  the  idea ‘In  a 
practical  form  and  take  measures  for  its  ex¬ 
ecution.  Tho  Adclphi  Society  of  Knox 
College,  "feeling  that  it  would  be  for  the 
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oaiutN  co vs  sritiau*.

ear,”  hatauhmitted  a  proposition  (publish 
ed  in  nor  last  number),  providing  for  a 
contest  in  oratory  lietween  six  ot  the  lead 
ing  college*  of  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  and 
Iowa,  on  the  87th  of  Pelminry,  1 874. 
Judge*  are  appointed  by  the  Governors 
of  the  three  8tate«.  who  "shall  t  «ke  into 
consideration  excellence  of  thought,  style, 
of  composition  and  delivery,"  and  award 
two  prires  of  $100  and  $75  to  the  deserv¬ 
ing  com  pet  i  to  i  a. 

The  plan  seems  fo  ns  remarkably  fair, 
ami  we  sec  no  reason  why  it  should  not 
prove  a  complete  success,  and  inaugurate  a 
now  feature  in  college  rivalry. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  communication 
from  the  Adelpht  Society  the  stndents  of 
IowaCollege  decided  to  accept  the  propose 
tion,  and  unanimously  voted  that  a  “col 
leglaSa  contest  "  here  should  determine 
who  their  representative  shall  be.  For 
thia  contest,  which  will  take  place  about 
the  first  of  Februtry,  every  member  of  the 
College  ia  permitted  to  write  aa  oration  ; 
the  Faculty  will  select  the  five  which  are 
best  written,  and  these  will  be  declaimed 
before  a  committc,  who  will  select  the  heat 
speaker  for  our  representative  at  Galea- 
burg.  Thle  plan  was  adopted  ns  furnish 
ing  the  best  method  of  obtaining  the  most 
profit  for  ourselves.  Now  let  every  man 
writs  anch  an  oratinil  sarin  hi*  opinion, 
will  be  worth?  of  the  highest  prixe,  and 
the  benefit  derived  from  this  lutor-colle- 
gUte  contest  will  not  be  to  on*  only,  but 
to  all.

H.  B.  Stowe,  who 
spend*  her  winters  here.  There  are  a  few 
fine  real  doom  in  Mandarin,  and  thcac, 
with  their  ample  surrounding*,  and  beati- 
tifnl  gardens,  give  a  heightened  Interest  to 
the  place.  Mr.  C.  G.  Crane  haa  a  winter 
residence  here,  ona  ef  the  finest  In  the 
place.  Ha  haa  the  finest  live  oak  grove  in 
tha  place;  In  the  rear  of  Ida  house,  a  fine 
grove'  of  orange  terra,  fall  of  drll«inti* 
fruit.
